This was the statement made by Son-at- or

Selden P. Spencer who spoke to
a crowded houes at the Rialto Theatre
Wednesday night. Senator Spene?r
discussed the League of Nations and
the Victory Loan.

The speaker was introduced by
Father Timothy O'Sullivan whose" re-

marks were pleasing and quite com-

plimentary to the Senator.
After an urgent appeal in behalf

of the Victory Loan Senator Spencer
took up the question of a League of
Nations which he discussed at length.
Senator Spencer said that

with the Allies was necessary to
insure the peace of the World. "Wo
do not ourselves need the safeguard of
such a league as much as France and
Belgium and Czeko-Slavi- c and even
England does," said the speaker.
"But we have fought side by side wib
them to preserve justice and liberty
in the world and so far as we can co-

operate with them now, consistent
with the preservation of our own

traditions, our own immigration laws,
our constitution, we will gladly do, but
first of all must be the full recogni-
tion of American rights and American
supremacy on this Western Hemis-

phere. Safeguard beyond the possibil-

ity of danger to our own institution
and then sympathetically
with Europe as far as we are able."

In regard to the Victory Loan the
speaker said that the lessons of con-

fidence in our ability as a nation to
accomplish anything to which we put
our hand and the conquering strength
of are two of the great
gains which have come to the Amer-

ican people out ofthis war.
"We know as never before.that noth-

ing is impossible to our united coun-

try," said the Senator. "It is in this
spirit that we approach the Victory
Loan. Duty calls us to speedily and
completely finish it.. Our country is
the debtor, and that means every one
of us. We pay our debts, especially
when, as is the present case, that
debt was incurred to insure victory.
Thanksgiving inclines us to buy these
bonds. We rejoice that it is not in-

demnity or tribute to Germany that
we have to pay, that it is not to pro-
long the war but to bring the boy.?
